Started Cruaade to Save 8ouls Forty- 


Five Years Ago In Slums of London 
and Movement Is Still Progressing. 


General William Booth, founder and 
commander-in-chief of 
the Salvation 
Army, died in London. General Booth, 
who was eighty-throe years old, had 
been seriously ill lor several months. 
His condition was so serious that the 
end was expected. 
He had been un­ 
conscious for some hours. 


He had been failing since last May 
when an operation for cataract was 
performed on his left eye. 


William Booth was 
born in Not­ 
tingham, Eng., 
April 10, 1829. 
His 
father was 
a 
carpenter, 
who had 
little 
but 
a 
consuming 
religious 
seal to support him 
in the world. 
By dint of much economy the carpen­ 
ter managed to give his son a half 
education, and to send him to a pri­ 
vate theological tutor for preparation 
in the Methodist ministry. At twenty- 
three the young man took his first 
church, a small chapel in Nottingham. 


During his travels over England on 
preaching tour the minister met Cath­ 
erine Mumford, and after a long en­ 
gagement they were married in 1858. 
The Rev. Mrs. Booth was in many 
ways a remarkable woman. She had 
the same reglious feeling as her -hus­ 
band, the same instinct for organiza­ 
tion, and a strong appealing quality in 
her personality, .which later served to 
attract the people 
of 
the slums of 
London to her. 


Before 1878, 
when 
the Salvation 
Army had its inception, Booth had 
learned the bitterness of the work 
that he had selected for himself. Prob­ 
ably the bitterest moments that the 
indomitable evangelist was ever made 
to feel followed the first marchings ol 
this attered Christian army of regen­ 
erated souls through the streets ol 
Whitechapel. It was a holiday^for the 
masses whenever a little band stran­ 
gled 
out 
of 
their 
tabernacle and 
marched behind their weesing instru­ 
ments. 


Everything that lent itself to hurl­ 
ing was hurled, and in many cases the 
police sided with the roughs and ar­ 
rested the Salvationists for obstruct­ 
ing the highways. 
Then when noise 
of 
this 
sensational 
evangelisting 
reached the ears of the clergy of the 
West End congregations they arose in 
wrath, and denounced the “vulgar sen­ 
sationalism” and the irreverent trum 
pery" of this Salvation Army, 


Latest statistics show that the army 
has 8973 corps in the fifty-six coun 
tries of both hemispheres, with about 
21,000 officers and employes, and mil­ 
lions of members. Records of the army 
show that annually it houses 6,000,000 
persons, and feeds 12,000,000. 


With the growth of the Salvation 
Army came the development of its 
“general's” insistence upon a despot­ 
ism more military than any other at­ 
tribute of the army. 
Through that 
very insistence rose the breach be* 
tween himself and hts son, Balllngton, 
which resulted in the establishment 
of the independent body known as the 
Volunteers of America, 
Probably thii 
break was the greatest grief that waa 
ever visited upon the veteran evan­ 
gelist. 


In 1906 General Booth peremptorily 
called Balllngton Booth from his com­ 
mand in America, and later sent Eva, 
his daughter, over here, to relieve the 
rebelious son of his command. 


Instead of obeying his father's com­ 
mand to give up his post in America 
and return to England, General Bal 
lington Booth seceded from the army 
Jn the spring of 1906, and with the 
financial backing of several wealthy 
men in New York and the support ol 
many of the former loyal Salvation­ 
ists he 
started 
the 
Volunteers of 
America. He did not see his father 
from the time of his secession to the 
day of General Booth's death, nor was 
there 
any 
communication 
between 
them.

Two Americans Slain In Nicaragua* 


Two Americans 
are 
reported to 
havo been deliberately murdered in 
the massacre of the Nicaraguan loyal 
troops by the rebels at Leon on Aug. 
19. 


One was said to be Harvey Dodd, of 
Kosciusko, Miss., the other man nam­ 
ed Phillips. 
Dodd and Phillips are 
said to have been fighting with the 
government 
troops. 
In 
the defeat, 
they wore taken to a hospital badly 
wounded, whore they were killed in 
the massacre which followed. 


Word was received from Jackson, 
Miss., that Dodd, the son of S. L. 
Dodd, of Kosciusko, a prominent law­ 
yer, was thirty-five years old. 


The killing of Dodd and Phillips, 
though not 
entirely a parallel re­ 
calls the killing of Cannon and Groce 
by Zelaya in 1909, which resulted in 
an upheaval that threw the dictator 
out office and sent him to European 
exile. The state department is press­ 
ing for more information.

Servians Clamor For War. 


The massacres by Turks have 
tended to the Servian frontier. 


Telegrams received in Belgrade from 
Sienltza. on the southern boundary 
lino, say Turks attacked the town and 
butchered many of the inhabitants. 


News of the massacre caused great 
excitement in Belgrade, and the news­ 
papers issued special editions contain­ 
ing demands that the Servian govern­ 
ment protest vigorously to the Porto.

against the butchery speakers violent­ 
ly denounced the Turkish government 
Subsequently 50,000 persons marched 
to the palace, where they shouted their 
demand that war be declared against 
Turkey.

Salvation Army headquarters in New 
York after a cable message announc­ 
ing the appointment had been receiv- 
el from London. Bramwell Booth has 
lottg been his father’s right hand man.

PROGRESS IN FUEL BRIQUETS 


è 


This Country Still Lags Far Behind 
Some of European Countries, 
Especially Germany. 


Qtrmin Invention of Particular Inter­ 
est Because of Elimination of 
Dangerous Acids. 


A German vacuum 
ice 
machine 
made in sizes adapted for use in the 
homo, is of interest because it does 
not involve the use of sulphuric or 
other dangerous acids. 
It may be op­ 
erated by hand or by a small electric 
motor, the smallest type of machine 
producing from 4 to 6 pounds of ice 
at each operation? 


The apparatus consists essentially 
of two communicating drums attached 
to a common shaft, tho smaller drum 
being provided with an outer casing 
having insulating walls. 
The ice is 
formed as a circular shell between 
the smaller drum and the outer casing 
with which this drum is provided. The 
larger drum, which is 
hermetically 
sealed, contains an absorbent liquid, 
chloride of zinc, containing a small 
proportion of water. 
This liquid half 
fills the drum, the remaining space be­ 
ing a vacuum, and serves during the 
life of the machine. 


In the operation of making the ice, 
gas jets under the large drum are 
lighted and the drum slowly rotated, 
the heat driving off a part of the wa­ 
ter in the absorbent liquid, the 
wa­ 
ter passing, in the form of vapor, in­ 
to the smaller drum, *sfhere it is con­ 
densed by means of cold water, which 
is made to flow ovgr this drum. When 
the distillation of the liquid has pro­ 
ceeded sufficiently, the flame is extin­ 
guished, the smaller drum is then cov­ 
ered with its annular casing, and wa­ 
ter is poured* in until the space be­ 
tween the dram and cover Is filled. 
A 
water jacket Is then clamped over the 
larger drum, and water^ is 
passed 
through it to cool the absorbent liq­ 
uid. 
The apparatus Is 
then 
again 
slowly rotated, and as the absorbent 
liquid cools, It causes evaporation and 
absorption of the distilled water in 
the smaller drum. 
Thus the tempera­ 
ture of the smaller drum is greatly 
lowered, and the water between this 
drum and its casing Is frozen.

In 1911 the pro­ 
duction amounted 
to 
212,443

tons, valued at $769,721, the increase 
in two yéars amounting to 72,782 short 
tons or 52 per cent, in quantity, and 
to $317,024, or 70 per cent, in value. 


In Mr. Parker's opinion, more atten­ 
tion should be given to this industry, 
as on it depends to a considerable de­ 
gree the utilization of some grades of 
fuel which are now wasted or sold at 
loss than the actual cost of produc­ 
tion.

40,082,850 pounds of dynamite

blasting, or an average of 8,016,570 
pounds per year.

533,000 and for the 12 months follow­ 
ing only 3,986,500. Tho comparatively 
small amount for the latter is due to 
the approaching completion of the ex­ 
cavation work, which will make the 
total of dynamite used over 52,000,000 
pounds, 
Reckoned by tons, that will 
be 26,000 tons, which sounds bigger 
or smaller according to the mind of 
the person reading it.

blasting is 328,£>0 blasting caps, 1,840 
pounds of Insulated tape, 10,000 feet

Will is the key to all achievement 
in life.# The world of man’s making 
is the total result of his determina­ 
tions. 
Pyramids and tombs, castles 
and cathedrals, canals and railroads, 
the great merchant marine, manufac­ 
tories which toyer to the skies 
or 
make up a tofc'n,“ ’ businesses 
which 
reach out in the uttermost parts of the 
earth—all those achievements are the 
results of great determinations. 


The story of the life of a great man, 
the story put into his work, is 
the 
etory of what will can do. 
By will 
power the stutterer becomes an ora­ 
tor, the one handed 
man 
becomes 
more skilled than he with two hands, 
ithe blind man becomes accomplished, 
the deaf and dumb-through willing 
themselves to power—attain unbeliev­ 
able success. 


You may say that these things are 
phenomenal rather than normal. You 
want to believe in the normal power 
of will. 
Do so. 
Instances are as coYn- 
mon as day and night. 
But it is the 
marvels of will which stand out in his­ 
tory and life, stand out aa ideas, in­ 
centives, effective examples.

not used. With decrease of use Jt be­

to disease. 
Diseased 
wills are among the commonest of 
phenomena. 
You can often see them 
go with a galloping consumption, But 
there is one hopeful ihlre about the 
ashes of a dead will. 
Will has the 
pbenix-liko power of rising out of Its 
own ashes. 


In all willing there is a question of 
commanding and obeying. 
You who 
will d<? both have ever a charming 
prospect 1» yourself. 
You are your 
own commonwealth and your own gov­ 
ernor, and there Js bound to be a 
happy state of things when the gov­ 
erning class thus identifies itself with 
*thp successes of the governed.

If It were possible to base a man’s 
earning capacitl on his latent ability, 
the modern laboring man would be a 
veritable Croesus, provided, of course, 
that he could develop his hidden tal­ 
ents to the highest possible degree. 
In fact, there would be practically no 
limit to the possibilities of his devel­ 
opment. 


In a way, latent ability presents al­ 
most as difficult a problem to solve as 
does the "fourth dimension.” At least 
its development does. 
But it is defin­ 
able, and wo have the authority of 
Webster, the Century dictionary, and 
others that the word “latent" means 
dormant or undeveloped; concealed, 
not apparent; not manifested. 


Lecky tells us: 
*To 
evoke 
the 
latent genius of the nation ,and to di­ 
rect It to the spheres in which it is 
most fitted to excel Is one 
of the 
highest ends of enlightened states­ 
manship.'* 


Assuming that the scientist Is cor­ 
rect who made the assertion that the 
greatest men use only 20 per cent 
of their latent ability, try to imagine 
if you can to what heights/of great­ 
ness Napoleon Bonaparte would have 
risen had he been able to utilize all 
of his ¿undeveloped brain power. 


It seems almost ridiculous to assert 
that Thomas Edison uses only 20 per 
cent of his latent ability. 
It would 
appear much more reasonable to say 
that he uses “only 20 hours of his 
24 hours of latent ability each day.M 
But we have the scientists's word for 
it, and who is there brave enough, or 
with enough “latent spunk,” to dis­ 
pute him? 


We had almost forgotten Theodore 
Rossevelt. 
If the former president 
has “secreted“ any of his ability, It 
is safe to wager that he doesn’t know 
it and that he would immediately rele­ 
gate the author of such a statement 
to the head of his famous “Ananias 
club.“ 


If John D. Rockefeller uses only 20 
per cent, of his latent ability to pro­ 
duce an annual personal income of 
$75,000,000 by the same process of 
deduction he should 
increase 
that 
amount to $375,000,000 a year by fully 
developing his hidden powers. 


Most of us would probably be per­ 
fectly willing to worry along on a 
20 per cent, basis, but we at least 
believe there should be a middle class 
somewhere between four 
per 
cent, 
and 20 per cent, because all of us are 
not “average“ persons.

.Mississippi, is one of the picturesque 
figures in congress. Two things mako 
him so. One is his deafness, which is 
considerable, and which they say ift 
growing on him. As a result of it he 
continually keeps his hand hollowed 
to his ear and frequently has to ask to 
have the question repeated to him, Tho 
other 
is his habit—a result, 
prob­ 
ably of his deafness—of moving about 
tho senate during debate. 
He does 
not like to sit still. He walks—softly 
and gracefully—from his chair toward 
the man whom he is talking at, with 
his right forefinger extended and ac­ 
cusing his opponent, and with his left 
hand helping him to hear. Apparently 
he never for a moment thinks that 
ho Is conspicuous or picturesque. 


Williams is attractive in speech aa 
well as picturesque in garb, and man- 
ner. The press gallery, that collection 
of cynics and expert listeners, usually 
fills up when the rumor passes around 
that Williams 13 on his feet. Williams, knows how to debate. 
With him de­ 
bate is not merely contradicting what some other fellow has said, or else ap­ 
pealing to the constitution of the United States as the Bible of all political and 
economic philosophy. 
He debates with deftness and style. 
He 
uses 
his 
torgue—and his mind—as a fencing weapon, and the man who is off his 
guard is sure to get spiked. 


He speaks with vigor, humor an'd sense, three qualities not always found 
in working harmony. His style is a running one—it carries you and his ideas 
swiftly and pleasantly along on its current.

The best evidence of the fairness and courage W'hich are 
notable portions of his character was furnished in that September game in 
New York in 1908, wfhen he made a decision against Merkel which cost the 
Giants the pennant, and which he could have sidestepped, if he had been that 
kind of a man. 
The decision cost the Giants the pennant, and O’Day was 
roundly criticised by the partisan fans of the Giants, but he cared nothing 
for that. 


By baseball men familiar with tho rules he was warmly applauded for his 
action, which was simply In line with the spirit which has prompted his work 
as an umpire all through ^his career. 
With these qualities at his disposal he 
should succeed as a manager and he will command the respect of the players 
and tho fans alike.

Pluton and Furor, ere they scarcely had begun their reckless dash from the 
harbor.

(¿apt. WainwrUht was adyanced ten numbers.

500,000 w$s spent in anti-tuberculosis 
work during the year 1911, according 
to the third annual statement of ex­ 
penditures in the war 
against 
con­ 
sumption issued by the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. 
The statement is 
based largely on reports received from 
autl-tuberculosls agencies in all parts 
of the United States. 


By far the largest item of expense 
was that for treatment in sanatoria 
and hospitals; and for the erection of 
Institutions of this kind, over $11,801),- 
000 being spent 
for 
this 
purpose 
alone. 
Dispensaries for the examina­ 
tion and 
treatment of tuberculosis 
spent $850,000, and 
associations and 
committees in their educational cam­ 
paign against tuberculosis spent $500,- 
000. 
The remaining 
$1,300,000 
was 
spent 
for 
treatment 
in 
open-air 
schools, prisons and hospitals for the 
insane, and also 
for the work 
of 
state 
and 
local 
boards 
of health 
against tuberculosis.

PEN POINTS OF POWDER, 


Pens for ’writing purposes are be­ 
ing manufactured today in Germany 
by a process which is exciting curi­ 
osity. 
The trouble found with steel 
pens is that they oxidize easily and 
the Ink sticks to them. 
This fault 
is not to be found with gold pens, 
but, on the other hand, these are too 
flexible to be entirely 
satisfactory. 
Moreover, In order to form a point 
suitable for writing 
purposes, 
the 
material of that part of the pen has 
to be mixed with some hard metal 
like Iridium, and this operation is 
both complicated and expensive. The 
new pen Is of tantalum and comes 
to the manufacturer in the form of 
a black powder.

When preparing fowl, do not allow 
it to stand and soak in water, as thus, 
the delicate flavor ig often entirely 
soaked out of the meat. 
It is neces­ 
sary to scrub the skin, using a lit­ 
tle soda in the water, to thoroughly 
cleanse it, but it is best done before 
the fowl is cut up. 
Thoroughly wash * 
the inside by letting the water from 
the tap flush the bird, then cut up at 
the Joints, and it will not be necessary 
to wash it again. 


Roll the pieces of chicken in sea­ 
soned flour and fry in hot fat. Butter 
and sweet lard mixed makes a good 
frying medium, though 
it must 
be 
watched carefully or it will burn. 
If 
the chicken is young and tender, it 
will not need parboiling, but should 
cook carefully and long, to be thor­ 
oughly done. 


Br*i«ed Chicken.—Tryout two slices 
of fat salt ptfrk; cut a fourth of an 
inch thick, remove the scraps and add 
to the fat five slices of carrot cut in 
small cubes, half an onion sliced, two 
sprigs of thyme, one sprig of parsley, 
and one bay leaf. 
Cook ten. minutes; 
add two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
fry a four-pound 
fowl until 
well 
browned, turning until the whole sur* 
face ifi brown. 
Place on a trivet in 
a pan, pour over the fat, add two cups 
of boiling water or chicken stock. 


Cover and bake in a slow oven un­ 
til tender, basting often and adding 
more water, if needed. 
Serve with &> 
sauce made from the stock in the pan* 
first straining it and removing 
the 
fat. 


A delicious way to serve chicken is 
to bake it in milk. 
Cut it up and 
prepare it as for fricasse. Put it in a 
baking pan and just* cover with sweet 
milk. 
Cook very slowly, covered urn # 
til the last half hour, then uncover

TEACH FIRST 


New Branch of Red Cross Or­ 
ganized in Washington. 


Will Instruct Women In the Care of 
Injured in Emergencies and Also 
in Sanitation and Nursing 
• 
of the Slck^ 


Washington.—Lack of preparation 
for the duties of voluntary aid work­ 
ers has given rise to the organization 
of a new branch of the American Red 
Cross society, which is to be known 
as the Woman’s First Aid detachment. 
The first detachment yet formed be­ 
longs to Washington, D. C., where dur­ 
ing the last winter the new work was 
begun. 
The 
movement is 
rapidly 
branching out to other cities through­ 
out the country. 


The detachment idea in the Red 
Cross work, wiiile new in this coun­ 
try, has received the support of vari­ 
ous foreign countries. 
In Russia the 
movement is headed by the czarina. 


The purpose of the American de­ 
tachments, while similar, is not iden­ 
tical with those in other countries. 
The idea which has been carried out 
by the detachment already formed in 
Washington is to afford women in­ 
struction in first aid, nursing, cooking 
and diet cooking, the preparation of 
rooms for the sick and injured and 
courses in personal hygiene and sani­ 
tation. 


In order to prepare the detachments 
for the performance of their duties 
the American Red Cross has arranged 
a graduate course of Instruction ex­ 
tending over a period of two or throe 
years. The first year ten lectures are 
given on first aid and ten on nursing. 
The second year cooking is taught in 
twelve lessons and diet cooking In 
two. 
Six periods are also devoted to 
teaching what Is necessary to provide 
to take care of the sick or hurt in an 
emergency, with proper arrangements 
for such articles in any place set aside 
for the purpose. 
A 
post-graduate 
course of twenty lectures is given on 
personal hygiene and sanitation, but 
this is not compulsory. 


An announcement of the American 
Red Cross says: 


“The members of these detachments 
are permitted to enroll after passing 
the required examinations at the end 
of the first year. It must be distinct­ 
ly understood that these women are 
in no sense Red Cross nurses. From 
the instruction received they are, how­ 
ever, 
Individually much better pre­ 
pared to take the emergency care of 
the family and others in case of ill­ 
ness or injury and the detachments as 
such have a clear field of their own 
as in auxiliary corps. 


"They will find an important field 
of employment in civil functions when 
great numbers of people are assem­ 
bled. Nowadays it is generally regard­ 
ed as essential that emergency care 
should be provided for the ill and in­ 
jured. 
At such times doctors and 
nurses will not be lacking, but wom­ 
en's detachments are required to get 
together the necessary materials and 
to take care of the housekeeping end 
of these relief stations. 
Moreover, 
there Is not infrequently an opportu­ 
nity for first aid on their part. 


“In war every nation except 
our 
own has long recognized the value of 
such corps. Throughout Japan during 
the Russo-Japanese war special relief 
stations which they helped to organ­ 
ize and participated in were found at 
every 
point where 
railroad 
trains 
stopped for any length of time. 


“The success in other directions of 
the American Red Cross assures that, 
having now taken in hand the organ­ 
ization of women's detachments, In 
the not distant future these will be 
found In all parts of the country play­ 
ing their large part in the relief of 
suffering humanity."

Intrinsic Light of Stars, 


M. Nordmann of the observatory 
Paris has made some interesting cal­ 
culations of the intrinsic 
light of a 
number of stars, based on tho results 
be had previously attained in regard 
to their effective temperatures. 
The 
brightness of a star, as seen from the 
earth, does not depend wholly upon 
its size and distance. 
Thus M. Nord­ 
mann finds that Sirius and Vega emit 
light, the brightness of which is six 
million c. p. per square 
centimeter, 
while at the other end of the scale 
the light of Aldebaran amounts to 
only 22,000 c. p. per square centime­ 
ter, The intrinsic brightness of \ ega 
is, according to this calculation, nine> 
teen times that of tho sun, 
If Vega 
were of tho same $ize as Aldebaran 
and at tbe same, distance from the 
earth, the former would appear to ua 
over 200 times as bright as the lat* 
ter.

Kills Himself In Street. 


A man believed to be A. W. Rogers, 
a wealthy citizen of Jackson, Miss., 
committed suicide In front of a hotel 
at Broadway and ThJrty-slxth street, 
N«w York, by shooting. He was ac- 
companied by a -woman, who gave the 
name of Frances Wellington. 8iie was 
arrested. 


General William Booth, founder and 
commauder in-chief of 
tbe Salvation 
Army, died in London. General Booth, 
who was eighty-throe years old, had 
been seriously ill for several months. 
His condition was so serious that the 
end was expected. 
He had been un- 
conscious for some hours. 


He had been failing since last May 
when an operation for cataract was 
performed on his left eye. 


William Booth was 
born 
in Not- 
tingham, Eng., 
April 10, 1829. 
His 
father 
was 
a 
carpenter, 
who 
had 
little 
but 
a 
consuming 
religious 
seal to support him 
in 
the 
world. 
By dint of much economy the carpen- 
ter managed to give his son a half 
education, and to send him to a pri- 
vate theological tutor for preparation 
in the Methodist ministry. At twenty- 
three the young man took his 
first 
church, a small chapel in Nottingham. 


During his travels over England on 
preaching tour the minister met Cath- 
erine Mumford, and after a long en- 
gagement tliey were married in 18B8. 
The Rev. M rs. Booth was in many 
ways a remarkable woman. She had 
the same regllous feeling as her -hus- 
band, the same instinct for organiza- 
tion, and a strong appealing quality in 
her personality, .which later served to 
attract the people 
of 
the slums of 
London to her. 


Before 1878, 
when 
the Salvation 
Army had its Inception, Booth had 
learned the bitterness of the work 
that he had selected for himself. Prob- 
ably the bitterest moments that the 
indomitable evangelist was ever made 
to feel followed the first marchings ol 
this attered Christian army of regen- 
erated souls through the streets oI 
Whitechapel. 
It was a holiday^for the 
masses whenever a little band stran- 
gled 
out 
of 
thelF 
tabernacle and 
marched behind their weesing Instru- 
ments. 


Everything that lent Itself to hurl- 
ing was hurled, and in many cases the 
police sided with the roughs and ar- 
rested the Salvationists for obstruct- 
ing the highways. 
Then when noise 
of 
this 
sensational 
evangelisting 
reached the ears of the clergy of the 
West End congregations they arose In 
wrath, and denounced the "vulgar sen- 
sationalism" and the irreverent trum 
pery" of this Salvation Army, 


Latest statistics show that the army 
has 8973 corps In the fifty-six coun 
tries of both hemispheres, with aijout 
21,000 ofiicers and employes, and mil- 
lions of members. Records of the army 
show that annually it houses 6,000,000 
persona, and feeds 12,000,000, 


With the growth of the Salvation 
Army came the development of Ub 
"general's" Insistence upon a despot- 
ism more military than any other at- 
tribute of the army. 
Through that 
very insistence rose the breach be- 
tween himself and his son, Ballington, 
which resulted In the establishment 
of the Independent body known as the 
Volunteers of America, 
Probably thii 
break was the greatest grief that was 
ever visited upon the veteran evan- 
gelist. 


In 1900 General Booth peremptorily 
called Balllngton Booth from his com- 
mand In America, and later sent Eva, 
his daughter, over here, to relieve the 
rebellous son of his command. 


Instead of obeying his father's com- 
mand to give up his post Jn America 
and return to England, General Bal 
llngton Booth seceded from the army 
Jn the spring of 1906, and with the 
financial 
backing of several wealthy 
men in New York and the support ol 
many of the former loyal Salvation- 
ists he 
started 
the 
Volunteers of 
America, He did not see his father 
from the time of his secession to the 
day of General Booth's death, nor waS 
there 
any 
communication 
between 
them.

General Appearance of Implement Is 
That of Baggage Truck—Invented 
by Kansas Man. 


A pallet designed for a different way 
' to handle bricks than has been 
In 
vogue In the past has been patented by 
a Kansas man.

gage truck, but the metal edge that

HOME VACUUM iCE MACHINE 


Otrman Invention of Particular Inter- 
est Because of Elimination of 
Dangerous Acids. 


A German vacuum 
Ice 
machine 
made In sizes adapted for use In the 
homo, is of Interest because It does 
not Involve the use of sulphuric or 
other dangerous acids. 
It may be op- 
erated by hand or by a small elcctrlc 
motor, the smallest type of machine 
producing from 4 to 6 pounds of ice 
at each operationT 


The apparatus consists essentially 
of two communicating drums attached 
to a common shaft, the smaller drum 
being provided with an outer casing 
having insulating walls. 
The ice is 
formed as a circular shell between 
the smaller drum and the outer casing 
with which this drum is provided. The 
larger drum, which is 
hermetically 
sealed, contains an absorbent liquid, 
chloride of zinc, containing a small 
proportion of water. 
This liquid half 
fills the drum, the remaining space be- 
ing a vacuum, and serves during the 
life of the machine. 


In the operation of making the ice, 
gas jets under the large drum are 
lighted and the drum slowly rotated, 
tho heat driving off a part of the wa- 
ter In the absorbent liquid, the 
wa- 
ter passing, In the form of vapor. In- 
to the smaller drum, ^fhe^e it Is con- 


' 
f 


deused by means of cold water, which 
is made to flow ovgr this drum. When 
the disllllation of the liquid has pro- 
ceeded sufficiently, the flame is extin- 
guished, the smaller drum is then cov- 
ered with its annular casing, and wa- 
ter Is poured' in until the space be- 
tween the drum and cover Is filled. A 
water Jacket Is then clamped over the 
larger drum, and water^ is 
passed 
through it to cool the absorbent liq- 
uid. The apparatus is 
then 
again 
slowly rotated, and as the absorbent 
liquid cools. It causes evaporation and 
absorption of the distilled water in 
the smaller drum. Thus the tempera- 
ture of the smaller drum is greatly 
lowered, and the water between this 
drum and ltd casing is frozen.

Any farmer tired from a hard day's 
toil would praise the faithful dog that 
would go the mile or two into the 
pasture to bring in the cows while he 
prepared the feed for them. 


No reference is made to the dog- we 
find on many farms that knows only 
enough to run and 
snap at stock, 
driving them in whatever

Such a dog is of 
little value, for he drives the stock 
away as often as he brings them back 
to the pen jthey have left. Such -a dog 
might have developed into a good one. 
It was the fault of the master that he 
was never trained. 
Let no man for- 
get how. important it is to have his 
dog well trained and carefully edu- 
cated to do his bidding. The greeu 
untrained dog is like the unbroken colt 
or the new hired man.

good as a real helper until taught.to 
do as you wish him to do,—Farm and 
Fireside.

Assuming that the scientist Is cor- 
rect who made the assertion that the 
greatest men use only 20 per cent 
of Uielr latent ability, try to imagine 
If you can to what heights, of great- 
ness Napoleon Bonaparte would have 
risen had he been able to utilize all 
of hlSiUndeveloped brain power. 


It seems almost rldicnlons to assert 
that Thomas Edison uses only 20 per 
cent of his latent ability. It would 
appear much more reasonable to say 
that he uses "only 20 hours of his 
24 hours of latent ability each day." 
But we have ihe scientlsts's word for 
it. and who is there brave enough, or 
with enough "latent spunk,'' to dis- 
pute him? 


We had almost forgotten Theodore 
Rossevelt. 
If the former president 
has ^'secreted" any of his ability, it 
is safe to wager that he doesn't know 
It and that he would immediately rele- 
gate the author of such a statement 
to the head of his famous "Ananias 
club." 


If John D. Rockefeller uses only 20 
per cent of his latent ability to pro- 
duce an annual personal income of 
$75,000.000 by the same process of 
deduction he should 
increase 
that 
amount to $375.000.000 a year by fully 
developing his hidden powers. 


Most of us would probably be per- 
fectly willing to worry along on a 
20 per cent basis, but we at least 
believe there should be a middle class 
somewhere between four

cent 
and 20 per cent because all of us are 
not "average" persons.

500.000 wqs spent in anti-tuberculosis 
work during the year 1911, according 
to the third annual statement of ex- 
penditures in the war against con- 
sumptlbn issued by the National Asso- 
ciation for the Study and Prevention 
of 
Tuberculosis. The statement is 
based largely on reports received from 
anti-tuberculosis agencies in all parts 
of the United States. 


By far the largest Jtem of expense 
wns that for treatment in sanatoria 
and hospitals; and for the erection of 
institutions of thTs kind, over ?11.S00,- 
000 being spent 
for this 
purpose 
alone. 
Dispensaries for the examina- 
tion and treatment of tuberculosis 
spent $850,000. and associations and 
committees in their educational cam- 
paign against tuberculosis spent $500,- 
000. The remaining 
$1,300,000 was 
spent 
for treatment 
In open-air 
. schools, prisons and hospitals tor the 
insane, and also 
for the work of 
state and local 
boards of health 
against tuberculosis.

When preparing fowl, do not allow 
It to stand and soak In water, as thus, 
the delicate flavor ig often entirely 
soaked out of the meat. 
It is neces- 
Gary to scrub the skin, using a lit- 
tle soda In the water, to thoroughly 
cleanse it, but it is best done before 
the fowl is cut up. Thoroughly wash 
the inside by letting the water from 
the tap flush the bird, then cut up at 
the Joints, and it will not be necessary 
to wash It again. 


Roll the pieces of chicken in sea- 
soned flour and fry In hot fat. Butter 
and sweet lard mixed makes a good 
frying medium, though 
it must 
be 
watched carefully or it will burn. 
If 
the chicken is young and tender, it 
will not need parboiling, but should 
cook carefully and long, to be thor- 
oughly done. 


Braised Chlckcn.—Tryout two «licea 
of fat salt ptfrk; cut a fourth of an 
Inch thick, remove the scraps and add 
to the fat five slices of carrot cut in 
small cubes, half an onion sliced, two 
sprigs of thyme, one sprig of parsley, 
and one bay leaf. Cook ten. minutes; 
add two tablespoonfuls ot butter and 
fry a four-pound 
fowl until 
well 
browned, turning until the whole sur* 
face is brown. 
Place on a trivet In 
a pan, pour aver the fat, add two cups 
of boiling water or chicken stock. 


Cover and bake in a slow oven un- 
til tender, basting often and adding 
more water, if needed. 
Serve with a. 
sauce made from the stock In the pan» 
first straining it and removing

fat. 


A delicious way to serve chicken is 
to bake It in milk.

It must be distinct- 
ly understood that these women are 
in no sense Red Cross nurses. 
From 
the instruction received they are, how- 
ever, 
Individually 
much 
better 
pre- 
pared to take the emergency care of 
the family and others in case of ill- 
ness or Injury and tho detachments as 
such have a clear field of their own 
as in auxiliary corps, 


"They will find an important 
field 
of employment in civil functions when 
great numbers of people are assem- 
bled, 
Nowadays It is generally regard- 
ed as essential that emergency care 
should be provided for the 111 and In- 
jured. 
At 
such 
times 
doctors 
and j 
nurses will not be lacking, but wom- 
en's detachments are required to get 
together the necessary materials and 
to take care of the housekeeping end 
of 
these 
relief 
stations. 
Moreover, 
there is not infrequently an opportu- 
nity for first aid on their part. 


"In war 
every nation 
except 
our 
own has long recognized the value of 
such corps. 
Throughout Japan during 
the Russo-Japanese war special relief 
stations which they helped to organ- 
ize and participated in were found at 
every 
point 
where 
railroad 
trains 
stopped for any length of time, 


"The success In other directions of 
the American Red Cross assures that, 
having now taken in hand the organ- 
ization 
of women's 
detachments, 
in 
the not distant future these will 
be 
found in all parts of tho country play- 
ing their large part in the relief of 
suffering humanity."

Intrinsic Light of Stare, 
M. Nordmann of the observatory OK 
Paris has made some interesting cal- 
culations of tho intrinsic 
light of a 
number of stars, based on tho results 
ho had previously attained In regard 
to their effective temperatures. 
The 
iM'lghtness of a star, as seen from the 
earth, does not depend wholly upon 
Its size and distance. 
Thus M. Nord- 
mann finds that Sirlus and Vega emit 
light, the brightness of which la six 
million c. p. per square 
centimeter, 
while at the other end of tho scale 
the light of Aldebaran 
amounts 
to 
only 22.000 c. p. per square centime- 
ter, 
The intrinsic brightness of \ ega 
is, according to this calculation, nlne^ 
teen times tbat of tho sun. 
If Vega 
' were of tho same ^ize as Aldebaran 
i and at tbe same, distance from the 
earth, the former would appear to ua 
over 200 times as bright as the lat- 
ter.
